Tha control centre oulslde Moscow worked round lho clock throughout 
tho mission. Covering the flight for lho Indian press was a group of 
journnllsts representing lha Unlled News of India, the "Hindustan Times 
and "Patrlor newspapers and "India Today” magazine. Some of the press- ■ 
men lived In Moscow, others came here specially to cover lho event. 

In addition to being given de- 
tailed briefing on the flight ana 
listening to exchanges between 
the crew and ground control 
over the radio, journalists at tho 
i-f-ntro were able lo speak to Un- 
kosh Shnrnia personally.

Sharma emphasized that 
lhe mission pursued only peace- 
ful alms for lha benefit of the In- 
dian and Soviet peoples. 

Asked to pinpoint what he had 
felt to be ihe moat exciting mo- 
ment of the flight Sharma said 
that for him this had been the 
beauty of the Earth which from 
outer space is seen as a single 
whole without atate borders. .It 
ls impossible, he said, to Imagine 
it ravaged by wars and strife or 
that rather tense relations exist 
between stales. Our planet Is 
wonderful, and It ls our duty to 
preserve It.

USA VIOLATES OLYMPIC CHANTER 

USSR NATIONAL OLYMPIC COMMITTEE STATEMENT 

A little more than three 
months remain before the be- 
ginning of the 23rd Olympic Ga- 
mes in Los Angeles, USA. The 
time is approaching when tne 
national Olympic committees 
have to decide whether, or not, 
they will be taking part, says 
the Soviet NOC statement. 

President Reagan has sent 


written guarantees to the IOC to 
the effect that tho US Govern- 
ment will observe Uie Olympic 
traditions and the rules and 
clauses of the Olympic Charter. 
Tha facts show, however, that 
the commitments and guaran- 
tees given are not being fulfil- 
led on a number of Important 
Issues. On the eve of the elec- 
tions, the US administration Is 
trying to use lha Olympic Ga- 
mes to further Us own self tali 
political alms. 

ln the USA a wide-ranging 
campaign is being waged against 
Soviet participation ln the Olym- 
pics. Various reactionary poli- 
tical, emigrant and religious 
groupings unite forces . on the 
' anti-Olympic platform. For ex- 
ample, a "Ban the Soviels" coa- 
litlOTi haa been set op which aft- 
toys the support of US official 
. quarters- Athletes and officials 
from the USSR and other social- 
; iat countries have become the 
1 objects of open threats ol phy- 
sical violence, and of provocati- 
ve actions. It is 'even claimed 
that Soviet participation In tiro 
Olympics will jeopardize US 
security.

THE ORGAN 
SOUNDS AGAIN 

In the famous Dom Cathedral 
of the Latvian capital ol Riga 
after overhauling the organ can 
once again be heard. TT»e first 
concert for a while of the- world- 
famous Instrument almost coin- 
cided with Its lOtnh jubilee. 

For the first ifnio under Ihe 
cathedral vaults the enchanting 
sounds of organ music sounded 
on January 19, 1B84. The orig- 
inal instrument was designed try 
the German masters. Karl and 
Paul Walker. In its time It was 
regarded as the miracle of Organ 
technology. However, at the be- 
ginning of the present century 
la Ihe Dom Cathedral the rooms 
were rebuilt, which affederl 
Ihe organ. Its sound worsened 
somewhat. Tho Instrument suf- 
fered badly during tho fascist 
occupation — more ihan six 
hundred pipes were plundered. 

Restoration look two and a 
half years.

siaen. were compositions by the 
Ulvian composers, R. Ei marks.

Sergei is much taller than Volo- 
dya, more ihlcksct and stronger. 
Second, they have to have mar- 
kedly different characters to the 
extent that any dash between 
litem automatically gives rise to 
laughter. If the character created 
by Solomatln Is naive, limited 
and touching (though at limes 
stubborn!), Stolyarov Is active, 
and confident both In himself 
and In the success of any of his 
undertakings. 

The young srllsis do not aim 
to make people laugh at oil 
costs. Their "Marlonello" num- 
ber Is a philosophical observa- 
tion rather than a willy joke. 
At Ihe samo lime they can be 
kllilngly funny. Audiences rock 
In Ihclr seats throughout tho 
"Swan Lake" number when two 
"swans" in ballet togs perform 
the "danca of Itttlc swans", ac- 
companying themselves on. . . 
hogs, Ol course, the frogs are 
fakes, they are "aqucakerB", each 
producing a definite note when 
trodden on. in this way the 
downs reproduce Tchaikovsky, 
without resorting to the ser- 
vices ot an orchestra.
